Well, we have crossed the Alps! I may 


say we have crossed them twicer-ronce.yia 
the'Simploif pass and again via tSe.,^ete 
Noif—and crossing the Alps is no spiall un- 
dertaking, when yon come to consider jthat 
it has to be done by diligence or char-a-hano 
or mule a-ba«k, or some other method of tber 
Hoachim period, and it is all up htllvand' 
down hill. But I know what a real mountain- 
is now, and I am satisfied. For years I have, 
been anxious to see a mountain which in 
some 'degree approached my ideal, .but 
I never could find one. They all lacked the 
stupendous grandeur I sought, and with.each, 
recurring mountain brought to view came 
added disappointment. .The morning we 
started over the Bimplon I told Dickey-I sup- 
posed we would have the usual experience, 
but when the diligence ran along stotjly up 
the narrow defile of the Gondo gorge, and 
the mountains began to rise almost perpen- 
dicular: above UB, I felt that possibly what I 
sougUt. might be found here.

with operators engaged in drilling for 
natural gas. 
The Stare Brothers are

just the same. 


In drilling in the gas well at Mattoon 


the company passed through a stratum 
of coal at a depth of 650 feet. The coal 
companies are jubilant over the find at 
this depth, as they are at present work- 
ing a smaller vein and at the depth of 
950 feet. Already the work of sinking a 
shaft is progressing rapidly. 


Toledo has had a natural gas jubilee in 


honor of the arrival of the new fuel in 
Toledo, it being piped from the Hancock 
and Wood county fields. Stand-pipes 
were erected on the principal street cor- 
ners, each bearing a roaring torch ot 
flame as big as a haystack, burning un- 
der a pressure of 300 pounds to the square 
inch, which made the city as light as day.

How Came th« Great Hole lu the Bartht 


Tlio Question Answered—How » H~ 
Left Almie l« the C»ve AU Sight Irf»t 
III! llemon.

MAMMOTH CAVE, Ky., Sept 0—It to a 


new world wbich one .finds spread out before 
bini down in this great hole in the ground 
A journey underground brings yonlnto closer 
relationship with the mighty forces of nature 
than you over were before. You are not 
lone down in these winding caverns until you 
begin putting the questions to youroeU. How 
cnnieitsoF "What made it?" Youi own 
eyes will nnd an answer for yon if youbnt 
use them intelligently. When natu.fl up- 
heaved the limestone crtlstof the earth, WHICH 
Is the geological characteristic of thb P«*«K 
Kentucky, *ho left therein numerouff small 
fraures and irregular openings. Inaroclty 
bod near by flows Green river, whose waters, 
necs ago, found their way into these crooks 
between tho rocks. During centuries without 
number the waters have been at their silent 
work, curving out this underground palace.: 
No, their work was not all silently done, for 
nowundlhon huge masses of rock loosened 
uml foil from the sides nnd roofs of the cav-, 
onis, awaking strange echoes down in the 
Bloomy depths. 
Occasionally to this day 


masses of rock fall down, widening or elevat- 
ing the limits of tbe chamber, but leaving so 
much more debris for visitors to climb over,. 
Centuries ago Green river must have risen to 
n higlu'i-levo1 tbnn 110W' or bove been m°™ 
fruijuontly swept by freshets, Tor at this time 
tbe waters of the Htream find their way only, 
to tho lowest level of the cave. These cav- 
erns, which apeak so eloquently of the denial 
forces of nature, of her infinite persistency, 
tiro not all on the same lovel They wind in 
and out, up nnd down, following tho lines of 
the original fissures which gave them en- 
trance. 
You have not proceeded far upon your sub- 


terranean Journey, however, before all 
thoughts of causation aro lost in contempla- 
tion of the magnificent results. It is with 
difficulty that you become interested in the 
ruins oC the saltpeter works, about a mile 
from the cave's mouth, where, in 1812, patri- 
otic miners gathered and prepared gunpow- 
der niter for tho young republic's armies. It 
seems to you a sacrilege that.so prosaic "and 
worldly an occupation as gunpowder making 
should ever have been carried oh in these 
fantastic recesses. By and by the guiilo halts 
nil your lantern carriers in n big, high 
vaulted, irregular chamber, and tells you, in 
a voice that sounds strangely like an echo, 
that this is the Methodist church, and there, 
on that high projecting rock, its pulpit, 
wherein regular services were held years ago 
nnd scores of sinners brought to repentance. 


By accident you have been for a moment 


separated from your companions and !eft 
alouo 
You realize that there is nosuch love- 


liness in all the world beside as in the Mam- 
moth cave. There is a tradition hero of a 
young man who was once lost five miles from 
the mouth; he spent the night all alone hi the 
cavern-it la always night here-nnd was 
found by the guides early next morning. 
But ho did not know them; nor has he known 
anybody since. Though still living, his life is 
all darkness. He must be a resolute man. a 
atoio who could pass many hours alone and 
lost in Mammoth cave and preserve his 
reason. Yet Buch coses are not unknown. 


William Garvln, a black man, once lost his 


way and dually bis light when several miles 
from the mouth. Ha found his way out by 
feeling his steps, one by one, inch by inch, 
tho terrible journey requiring the better part 
of two days and nights. But William Garvin 
was, and still Is, a guide, to whom the cave 
is n home. Ho knows every foot of the un- 
derground journey, every rock and stalactite, 
and for hia knowledge and services is paid 
tho munificent sum of $40 a mouth. 


Tlio guides tell a story of another black 


mini—a slave. Before tho war bis master, 
bulng in search of amusement, took the slave 
f :• into tho cavern, blindfolded, left him 
tliore, and offered him his liberty if he would 
luuko his way out alone and unaided. Ac- 
i-ording to the story, the slave accepted the 
terms like a braw man, struggled on in the 
darkness, and, after mi entire week of terror 
and hunger, emerged into God's sunlight, a 
free man, though torn and bleeding in a 
thousand places. 


For a oouplo.ol miles through what Is 


known as tho main cavo tho walking is easy 
enough through a wide hall, over a floor al- 
most as smooth as a pavement. But suddenly 
tho black guide turns round a huge rook and 
plunges down n holo.

ton, or Gladstone, or Bismarck, ns the guide 
may clmnce to, term it. I" a great chamber 
as big oa the hall of representatives at Wash- 
ington the guide orders you all to extinguish 
your lanterns. The darkness which follows is 
tbe perfection of darkness. You never before 
knew what darkness was. It seems that you 
could cut out chunks of it nud carry it home 
with you. Suddenly some one cries, "Look 
up!" You look, and there is the firmament 
of heaven, with ;nnroerous stars glistening 
and twinkling at you. Of course they are 
not stars; you are 250feet beneuththe surface 
of the earth,: where no day or starlight ever, 
penetrated-, but they: look like'stars for all 
the world. In "reality they are bits of gyp- 
sum reflecting the faint rays of light which 
the artful guido has, unbeknown to you, 
thrown upon them from behind a huge rock.

A Use for Waste Coal Pile». 


A patent hn3 recently been asked for a new 


process by which it is proposed to use the 
waste coal piles at tbe mouth of every coal 
mine and convert the culm into a sort of gas 
that can be used as natural gas is used. The 
culm is to be broken up in pieces and run into 
a hopper. Out of the hopper it comes in par- 
ticlss, nnd is fed into an air blast. This blast 
Is broken into dilTcreut chambers, nud in. cir- 
culating around each chamber tbe particles of 
the cului rub against each other until by the 
tim» the last chamber is reached they are re- 
.lucad to a flue dust that floats around in the 
ah- current. When tho last ail- chamber is 
reached tbe culm passes through a 110 mesh 
and conies out in a it«,-k cloud. It is then fed 
through pipes, like ga.«. The particles of coal 
float in the air and combine with the oxygen 
of the air to make a htt fire. The inventor 
claims that this fuel will make no smoke, but 
will bo all consumed before reaching the 
smoke stack, owing to its fineness. The 
trouble with tbe invention is that it can be 
used only on n large scale.—Safety Valve.
